Yesterday at the Oklahoma Vintage Radio Collector's Swapmeet (OKVRC) 
I rescued a Kaar Engineering Company series 25e communications 
receiver. Restoration/Resurrection of this set is going to be an 
"adventure" that I could use some help with! 


Electrically this 25e appears to be straight forward. Cosmetically, 
it is in good to very good condition. The mechanical restoration may 
be a problem, The dial pointer and linkage to the variable capacitor 
is missing. The capacitor's rotor can be moved from the front 
panel's tuning control. Another problem is that a portion of the 


dial scale appears to be missing. The low-medium and Broadcast band 
scale is present; but, the scale for the other bands is missing. I 
did a Google search for a photograph of this animal, but failed to 
find anything. I assume that there is some sort of scale mounted in 
the oblong escutcheon below the existing scale. I may be wrong! 


I also did a Google search for vendors who had Kaar 25e manual for 
sale. The only Kaar manual I could find for KE-23. Ray Moore's 
Communications Receivers, 4th edition, doesn't list the Kaar 

25e. BAMA does not list Kaar. I also did a random search my 
hardcopies of QST's from 1938 to 1948. Kaar apparently did not 
advertise in the journal during this period.

"1929" was chosen as the date for the QSO Party because new regulations, 
spawned by the International Radiotelegraph Conference of 1927, went = 
into effect on 1/1/29 that demanded substantial upgrading for amateur = 
radio signals. As the QST editorial for January, 1929 said, "January = 
1st (1929) marks the dividing lie between the old and the new in amateur 
radio ... We now enter the new days with our new methods, with the new = 
spur to accomplishment and with enough things to do to keep us busy and 
excited for five years." =20 


The regulations required new levels of stability and purity for amateur 
Signals. Spark was outlawed for amateur use, and "Amateur stations must 
use circuits loosely coupled to the radiating system or devices that = 
will produce equivalent effects to minimize key impacts, harmonics, and = 
plate supply modulations" (QST May 1928) - so no more raw ac on the = 
plates for example. The American ham bands were considerably reduced, = 
the bad news, but they were recognized internationally, the good news. = 
160 meters went from 1.5 to 2 mc down to 1.715 to 2. 80 meters remained 
at its present 3.5 to 4. 40 meters went from 7 to 8 mc down to 7 to = 
7.3. 20 meters went from 14 to 16 mc down to 14 to 14.4. We got a new = 
band at 10 meters from 28 to 30 mc. Five meters went from 56 to 64 mc = 
down to 56 to 60 mc. The result was a need for “an altogether different 
order of stability of frequency, sharpness of wave, goodness of note, = 
and precision of adjustment in our transmitters than we have had in the 
past; an altogether different order of accuracy of reading in our = 
frequency meters; an altogether different order of selectivity and = 
precision of control in our receivers." (QST, April 1938). Phone was = 
authorized on all of the new 160 meter band, on the bottom 50 kc of 80, = 
and on 5 meters. =20 


During 1928 QST presented a number of upgraded transmitter articles, = 
including a 210 self-excited Hartley transmitter (August) that many of 
the AWA guys including myself have reproduced and have on the air for = 
the "Party" and also an Oscillator-Amplifier Transmitter (September) = 
that I have ambitions of building. Both articles were written by Ross 
A. Hull, Associate Technical Editor of QST in charge of the ARRL = 
Technical Development Program. 


There was an article on "Low-Power, Flexible Crystal-Control for Four 
Amateur Bands" in QST for April, 1928. It used a 210 as a triode = 
crystal oscillator driving a pair of 210's in parallel in the final. 


(The final plate supply could be switched so that the final tubes could = 
be worked either back-to back, self rectifying, or in parallel with DC = 
supply. The note must have been interesting in that first = 
configuration. ) So there is certainly precedent for going crystal = 
control for the AWA Party as well. 


Hope that helps or is at least interesting.

I have an original DX-100 that has good output but comments are that the 
audio lacks lows. 

I noted on the schematic that the coupling caps are 510mfd. Is this correct 
or would you recommend any changes? 


I am using a D-104 mic and when I switch with the same mic between my Viking 
1 and the DX-100 the Viking 1 has sufficient lows while the DX-100 reportedly 
does not have very good low response. 


I cans see the same on my output scope. The DX-100 envelop is very narrow 
and crisp appearing while the Viking 1 has wider envelop and does not as many 
peaks on the scope. 


Any thoughts? Both are perfectly readable and actually most reports say that 
the DX-100 has more punch but that my voice frequencies do not sound normal. 
Where the Viking 1 reports that I sound like myself.
